To reduce wages would be a rela-

methods of adjusting future wage 
scales. 
President Harding has himself rec- 


ognized the delicacy of the problem by 
his method of handling the labor lead- 
ers The railroads for instance, insist 
that now that the war is over each 
railroad system should deal with its 
own men while the railroad brother- 
hoods wish to have all matters of 
wages adjusted by a national board 
representing the workers on all sys- 
tems of the country.

Pans.—France will support Ameri- 


can claims to a \oice in the final set- 
tlement of war problems, it was seml- 
ofncially announced Friday. 


This support will be particularly ap 


parent in America's demand that she 
take part in the assignment of man- 
dates over former German territories. 


The announcement indicated that 


Kene Viviani's mission to tho United 
States has resulted in a readjustment 
of France's policy toward America. 
Jt was believed that the attitude *>f 
the Harding administration is now ac- 
cepted fully and that France will co- 
operate to the fullest extent, even to 
foregoing some rights she might claim 
tinder the league of nations covenant. 
In official circles it was believed that 
Viviani's reports of lua conferences 
with Harding, Secretary Hughes and 
others, had convinced the French cab 
Inet that there is no hope of the Unit- 
ed States entering the league.

Burns said he obtained was of a grad- 
ual increase in efficiency of labor. 


"During tho war labor was about 50 


per cent efficient " he added. 


"Now it is getting back to normal." 
Some wage cuts for miners were 


made in Utah and other states, he 
said.

WITTE ON ROOSEVELT 


Warm admirers of Theodore Roosevelt 


•will not be pleased with certain state- 
ments in the frank memoirs of Count 
-Witte. thc Kussian minister who came to 
this country at our president's invitation 
to negotiate the peace that ended the Rus- 
so-Japanese war. The Czar's chief min- 
ister of that period is critical of Mr. Roose- 
velt as well as of the former kaiser. His 
attitude is partly revealed in his state- 
ment that, while negotiating the peace of 
Portsmouth, he asked President Roose- 
velt for an autographed photograph, 
which the latter agreed to furnish "with 
evident pleasure." In an installment of 
the memoirs in the current issue of 
World's Work Count Witte says: 


I have already mentioned the fact that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's sympathies were with the Japan- 
ese. 
To enhance his own populararity and to 


gratify his self-love as the initiator of the con- 
ference, he wanted paaos. but a peace advan- 
tageous for the Japanese. It did not occur either 
to the president or to the American people gen- 
erally that the excessive growth of Japan was 
not exactly to the best interests of America. ' I 
should like to observe in this connection that, 
upon getting acquainted with President Roose- 
velt and other American statesmen, I was struck 
by their ignorance of international politics gen- 
erally and European political matters in par- 
ticular. 


American sympathy with Japan was 


very common during the Russo-Japanese 
war. Now and then an American ex- 
pressed the opinion that the success 
of the Japanese 
in the war 
would 


bring nearer the "yellow peril" and would 
not be in the interests either of western 
civilization or of the United States, but the 
majority of Americans were unquestion- 
ably sympathetic to the cause of Japan. 
This was due primarily to two influences. 
In the first place America had long been 
shocked at the tyranny and corruption of 
the Russian government. To the people 
of this democracy Russian despotism and 
Russian excesses were an affront to civili- 
zation. We welcomed anything which 
struck at that power and the abuses that 
lay behind it. The war itself disclosed 
inconceivable graft and intrigue. At the 
same time Japan was a nation struggling 
for recognition and advancement. Its po- 
tential power was not realized by the 
American people. It was only natural 
that our sympathies should go to the na- 
tion we held a kindly feeling for and that 
we regarded as the "underdog." 


The course of the latter part of the war 


was a great surprise to many, but even 
at the time of peace of Portsmouth the 
sympathy for Japan had not changed. It 
occurred to few. and these apparently 
did not include President Roosevelt, that, 
as Count Witte now puts it. "the exces- 
sive growth of Japan's strength was not 
exactly to the best interests of America."

SPOONING 


"T am H year* old," writes a. correspondent, "and 


have the kind of mother that docs not believe m 
discussing come things with a daughter. Conse- 
quently I *m quite unsophisticated.

Now 
congress has passed an act appro- 
priating all of this government ground 
in Potomac park "for "recreational 
purposes," and this is understood to 
mean that SOO vegetable gardens, upon 
which 1,300 people work, and which 
supply about 6,000 people -with all the 
fresh vegetables they need, are to be 
ploughed and sodded in order to add 
a few more holes to a golf course. 


Xaturally, the 800 citizens who have 


garden plots in this tract are indig- 
nant, and so are many other home 
gardeners who have plots in other 
parts of the city. Through citizens 
associations a number of protests have 
been made to congress. It has been 
pointed out to the gentlemen -on the 
hill that these 75 acres in garden fur- 
nish exercise to a great many more 
people than the same area can fur- 
nish in a golf course. The- congress- 
men have also been reminded of their 
great desire to economize. It has been 
pointed out to them that the 75 acres 
of garden produce $60,000 worth of 
food a year and cost the government 
practically nothing, while the 
golf 


course will cost the government about 
$20,000 a year to keep up. 


A Great Playground. 


Of course, the proponents of the 


poK course have their strong argu- 
ments, too. They claim that the prop- 
er use of Potomac park ia that of a 
playground. It is already one of the 
best in the country in the variety of 
sports it affords, in the excellence of 
the fields for them, and in its ade- 
quacy to the city's population. Here 
tennis, baseball, football, polo, horse- 
back riding, golf and swimming, are 
all provided for. And thc facilities are 
not skimpy and overcrowded, like

. How can I protect my family from typhoid infec- 
tion from lettuce coming from a country place 
where there is no running water? It is the iceberg 
kind, and one cannot pnll it apart leaf trv leaf for 
washing. Would soalan? in Fait water help? Does 
the chilling do any good? Are the germs on the sur- 
face of the leaves or inside the leaves9 (Mrs. F. B. H.) 


ANSWER—If lettuce is washed with polluted wa- 


ter or gruwu in ground polluted with human ex- 
crement of course there la a possibility that typhoid 
•infection may be so conveyed. I know of no better 
precaution than washing the lettuce with clean wa- 
ter. Chilling or freezing does not destroy typhoid 


' bacilli. The safest course, if you have reason to 
fear such infection, is for each member of thc fam- 
ily to become immunized against typhoid fever by 
taking the prophylactic (bacterm) which prevented 
such infection among our troops in the Great "War.

Whether gardening has a place in 


the organization is a matter which no 
doubt will admit of much debate, but 
it certainly cannot be denied that this 
Potomac Garden club is one of the 
most successful and interesting experi- 
ments in municipal gardening which 
has been made m thc United States. 
Mr. Hall has made a statistical study 
of the operations of this tract which 
is very revealing of the possibilities of 
the municipal gardens. 


Each gardener i* her* given a tract 


of one-tenth of an acre. Mr. Hall's re- 
ports ihow that nearly «veir gardener 
produce* on this tract, not only enough 
fresh vegetable* for his own family, 
but usually «noogh to supply several 
neighbor families, while most of the 
gardeners al» produce their own eup- 
pH« of potatoes and canned vegetables 
for the winter. 
There were 43,000 


quarts of canned goods put up by 
members of th» Potomac club last 


The average value of what each 


farmer produced from his tenth of an 
aero w*» about $85. The gardens re- 
quired on an average about one hour 
of work a day. There were in all 1,300 
persons employed on them, which 
means that members gf a family took 
turns at the weeding and hoeing. Call 
it recreation or not, just as you choose, 
but tt is good exercise, and the garden 
workers earned on an average of 85 
cents an hour for every hour they put 
in. That is probably more than a 
good many of them earned in their 
regular occupations. 
All of this is 


based upon the current market values 
of the vegetables they produced. Mr. 
Han estimates that in all this garden 
plot was the means of converting 70,- 
000 hours of leisure into food. 


Gardens. 


The most interesting thing about 


this farm, though, is the uniform suc- 
cess of its member*, and the eagerness 
which people have shown to farm upon 
good ground and under expert super- 
vision. 


The home gardening movement to 


the United States has had a remark- 
able development. 
Beginning as a 


war measure, it has survived and 
grown. This year the acreage planted 
in the nation as a whole is expected to 
be a little less, but the product a little 
greater, because the people are learn- 
ing how to farm and the soil of vacant 
lots and back yards is better after 
one or two years of cultivation. 


But this home gardening has been 


for the most part a haphazard ven- 
ture. Vacant lots and backyards have 
been mostly utilized. Sometimes they 
have had good soil and sometimes not. 
Much time and energy have been 
wasted by persons who were ignorant 
and had no means of getting expert 
advice. 
Furthermore, many persons 


who most needed fresh vegetables were 
unable to get the use of even a foot 
of soil. 


Now Mr. Hall's calculations show 


that for a city of half a million peo- 
ple, 
like Washington, a 5,000 acre 


tract would furnish a farm for each 
family, large enough to produce all 
the fresh vegetables it needed, includ- 
ing its winter supply of canned 
vegetables 
and 
of 
potatoes 
and 


other vegetables that keep without 
canning. To make a success of such 
a municipal farm would" doubtless re- 
quire a skilled agriculturist at its head, 
and a few assistants, who would give 
instructions both in gardening- and in 
canning vegetables. But the Potomac 
club experiment shows that such a 
farm would produce several million 
dollars worth of food. It would be one 
of the best investments of tax money 
that a city could make. 
The city 


would also reap an enormous indi- 
rect reward in the health and enerpy 
of its citizens, for this project would 
bring outdoor exercise and fresh foods 
to the great numbers of people who, 
in every American city, are suffering 
for lack of both.
